Differential  Diagnosis i 

9*1  wkolo,  the  tost  results  indicate  the  presence  of  brain 
dysfunotioniji  on  a physioal  basis.  It  is  quito  possible  that  Mr.  Huby 
XK  has  some  form  of  convulsive  disorder;  his  tost  responses  are  very 
similar  in  mns  many  respeots  tothoso  obtained  from  patients  who  have  ' 
psynhomotor  ooizuros.  His  religious  proocoupation  and  his  pietistio 
expressions,  his  explosive  emotionality  and  his  disordered  body  imago 
fit  well  tho  olasalcal  picture  of  persons  with  convulsive  disorders, 

Tho  responses  could  also  bo  those  of  a person  with  a history  of  traun- 
atlo  head  injuries  or  of  «biAdhe©d'  onoophalitis.  This  diagnostics 
•impression  Isbasod  on  the  epooiflo  pattorac?  disrupted  mental  fam 
y and  emotional  functioning,  end  oopooially  on  tho  waning  and  waning  of 
oonfused  thought  previously  closorlbod.  (Soo  tho  attached  Appendix 
- < 11 uc t rations .)Tho  consistent  of forts  to  gain  a clearer  hold  on 
t-n?  this  picture. 
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A number  of  other  diagnostic  possibilities  have  been  considered 
and  ruledcuts  fully  developed  or  borderline  oohisophrenia,  manic- 
v depressive  pychosis,  paranoid  otofco,  and  severe  recent  brain  damage  or  ' • 
deterioration.  Although  tho  confuoional  features  are  sometimes

inappnprlato  emotions  ono  expoots  from  sohisophrenios.  Nelthor 
euphorlonor  depressive  features  aro  olear  enough' or  oxtremo  enough  to 
point  to  a manic -depressive  disorder.  Severe  recont  brain  damage  or 
deterioration  is  contra-indicated  by  the  many  areas  of  intact  function-  ’ 

ing  stills  available  to  Hr.  Ruby,  ovenlf  only  on  a fluctuating  basis. 

Hia  paranoid  trend  dooo  not  appear  to  bo  so  extreme  or  pervasive  as  to  ' 
constitute  a paranoid  state.  Thor®  ore  personality  features  present  “ . 

that  might  be  termod  hystorioal,  obsessive  and  anti-social,  but  these 
features  do  not  appear  to  account  for  tho  Impaired  functioning  observed. 

It  is  therefore  strongly  indicated  that  a thorough  electro-  ■ i 

enoephalographio  study  and  phyoioal  neurological  examination  be  carried 
out  to  investigate  the  naturo  and  extent  of  the  indicated  brain  dys- 
function#  (Th©  present  toot  results  may  bo  considered  a reasonably 
thorough  mental  neurological  examination. ) It  is  possible  that  the 
EEO  and  physical  neurological  examinations  will  produoe  ambiguous  or 
negative  findings.  In  this  event, the  test  results  would  still  speak 
strongly  for  the  probable prosenoo  of  organlo  brain  dysfunction)  some times

And  in  any  event,  tho  doooriptioac?  his  Impaired  functioning  and  his 
explosivo  emotionality  glvoa  ebero  cssld  otands  irrational,  impulsive 
acta  of  cggrooolon  aro  likoly  to  too  outstanding  oharaotorictios  of 
Hr.  Ruby0  ..

Those  responses  ■:> 
oannot  be  fully  Interpreted  out  of  context  and  without  a 
thorough  tcnonledgo  of  tb  varieties  Of  noroal  and  pathological 
responses  to  the  tosto  wood.  Novortholoso*  they  do  at  least 
give  tho  flavor  of  tho  toot  rooordo.
